(THE beachheads established by 
British and Canadian assauit 
troops in the north-east corner of 
the German stronghold south of the 
Scheldt have been linked up, and 
progress is developing satisfactorily, 
states Reuter. . 

The combined bridgehead is now 
two miles deep and three miles wide. 
It has been expanded under mortar 
and machine-gun fire from Germans 
in the “ pocket” and shelling from 
big guns on the other side of the 
Scheldt—on Walcheren and South 
Beveland Island. 

Rocket-firing Typhoons struvk at 
these guns yesterday and step 
their shelling for 90 minutes. Ger- 
man reaction to the seaborne land- 
ings has been slow, and the assault 
troops are being opposed by light 
forces consisting es of com- 
munications troops. here are, 
however, - considerable German 
forces. in. the.” t= lass 
troops—which ve not yet been 
committed. 

The expansion of the bridgehead

Reuter’s Special Correspondent 
with the British 2nd Army stated 
last night that German troops had 
thrust across the lower Rhine at 
Driel, four miles west of Arnhem, 
and established a small bridgehead 
a few hundred yards deep on the 
south bank. 

At this point the north bank of 
the river overlooks the south side, 
and the British were unable to 
oppose the landing except with 
mortar and artillery fire. The 
bridgehead is being contained and 
all attempts to expand it have been 
frustrated. 

West of the Nijmegen-Arnhem 
road several counter-attacks have 
been launched by the Germans in 
the past 24 hours. The main thrust

“ The reticence displayed by the 
British between the Lek and the 
Waal cannot conceal the fact that 
the bulk of the British 2nd Army 
has now moved “Tito. the Nijmégeéen 
bridgehead.

War Reporters 
Fly to Paris 


FORTY-FIVE war correspondents 
yesterday flew from London to 
Paris. 

They accompanied the transfer of 
the Public Relations Division of 
Supreme Headquarters, Allied 
Expeditionary Force, from the 
Ministry of Information, London, 
to the “Hotel Scribe,” Paris. 

In the party there were twenty 
British correspondents, eleven 
American, five Canadian, five 
Australian, two South African, one 
Russian and one Polish. About

Father Hackett, at the close of his 
lecture, said that Mr. Robert Barton 
—one of the last two surviving 
signatories of the Treaty—told him 
that at 2 a.m. on December. 6th, 
1921, when Lloyd George, Churchill, 
Birkenhead and the rest of the 
English “ side,” and Collins, Griffith, 
Gavan Duffy and Barton had signed 
the Treaty, the last man, Duggan, 
could not be found. Someone, said 
Father Hackett, produced a pro- 
gramme of an Albert Hall concert 
which Duggan had autographed. 
This was cut out with a knife and 
stuck on the Treaty. 

“You can prove the truth of 
this,” said Father Hackett, “by 
looking at the facsimile in Piaras 
Beaslais’s ‘ Life of Collins.’” 

“ Was it a valid signature?” asked 
the lecturer. 


TRUE STATEMENT 


Asked by the irish Times to com- 
ment.on this statement, Mr. Robert 
Barton (who, at the time of the

NOT INVALID 


Mr. Fitzgerald went on to say 
that the two documents for signa- 
ture were styled: “Articles of Agree- 
ment,” and that, the moment they 
were signed, they constituted a 
Treaty. ‘The following day the 
word, ‘Treaty, was added to the 
British copy,” he said, “ but by that 
time I was on the way to Dublin 
with” the” Irish copy, which; of 
course, could not have the word 
added. But it was, and is, definitely 
a Treaty. In my opinion the 
absence of Duggan’s signature on 
one or both copies would not for 
one moment invalidate it. 

“As to what Duggan did or did 
not sign in Hans Place (which was 
one of the two furnished houses 
the Irish delegation had rented for 
the occasion) I can say that, as far 
as I know, he did not sign the Irish 
copy of the Treaty in Hans Place. 
There again, he may have signed it, 
and not the British copy.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that the Treaty 
was not ready for signature until 
about twenty past one in the early 
hours of the morning. “It kept 
going backwards and forwards be- 
tween the Conference Room and 
the office of the stenographers while 
‘this’ was added or ‘that’ deleted.

OVIET forces have reached the

One Russian vanguard, states 
Reuter’s Special Correspondent, cut 
through Memel territory and 
emerged on the Baltic, 12 miles 
south of Memel, and only 11 miles 
from East Prussia. Another Red 
Army spearhead, headed by 1,000 
tanks, drove through Lithuania and 
occupied Yorburg, 44 miles west of 
Kaunas, and only 6 miles from the 
N.E. corner of East Prussia. 

The Soviet communiqué said that 
north and S.E. of Memel Russian 
troops continued their successful 
offensives and occupied more than 
300 places, including several railway 
stations, “Our troops have 
emerges on the Baltic coast south 
of the town of Libau, and cut the 
line of retreat to East Prussia of 
the enemy groups in the Riga-Libau- 
Vindava area.”

The resolution, which was from 
the Roger Casement Cumann, Dun 
Laoghaire, was defeated. It de- 
manded the establishment of a 
Commission of Inquiry to examine 
and report on the effiicacy of pre- 
sent methods of teaching Irish in 
the primary schools and to make 
recommendations for the systematic 
Gaelicisation of the national life 
by January Ist. 1950. 

Moving the resolution, Mr. B. 

Hudson (Dun Laoghaire) said the 
Cumann was not satisfied that all 
was well with the language in the 
schools or in the everyday life of 
the country. ‘After 22 years of 
native Government and the ex- 
penditure of twenty million pounds,
